THE PARDONING POWER,

A FEW days ago, in discussing the remarkable
guccension of murders, suicides, and murder.
ous assaults that have shooked this commu-
pity during the present month, wo gave as
one reason for thislawlessnessthe abuseof the
pardoning power, and remarked in that con.
naction that Governor Gieary's use of the par-
doning power had not given satisfaction. For |
this we have taken to task by the Evening |
BPulletin, and in refutation of our charge it
makes considernble parade of the fact that
Geary has pardoned fewer criminals than any
of his predocessors, and further, that “every
oxercise of the power made during his ad-
ministration has been for good and sufficient
reasons.” 'The Bulletin then goes on to say
that

“The mere piblication of this list, without a woril
of comment—without any attempt to explain the
character of the few pardons granted by Governor
Geary, 18 a suMclent answer tothe calumnies of
his enemies. But it can be demonstrated from oMl-
cinl documents, the authenticity of the statements |
of which it is impossible to question, that these par- |
Jdons were granted to persons who were clearly cn-
1itled to them —who were fnoluded 4 the class for

the relief of which this enormous power was placed
in the hands of the Executive.

Our contemporary is entirely correct in its I
figures; it is entirely correct when it says that
these pardons were granted for ‘‘good and
sufficient reasons"—to Governer Geary, ol“
course—although we may be permitied to |
doubt whether the honest, law-abiding por- \
tion of the community would be exactly of
the same way of thinking if they knew af? /e |
oirowmstances eonnected with the granting of
some of these pardons. 'The article objected
to by the Bulletin contained no political
allusions whatever; it was a plain statement
of a state of affairs which onght to receive
the candid attention of every patriotic citizen.
We endeavored to lay a portion of the
blame where we believe that |
it  justly belongs, In  spite of
the Bulletin's figures, we still remain of the
same opinion as before, and our opinion is
based upon ¢xactly the same official record
that our contemporary quotes so confidently.
The question is not whether Governor Geary
bas pardoned a less or greater number of |
criminals than his predecessors, lut whether

e Tas used it for the good of the community, |

and not from selfish motives and to gratify
certain  in‘riguing  politiclans;  whether
his use of the pardoning power has not been
snch as to demand that it shall be taken from
the hands of the Executive in the future and
entrusted to a properly organized comrt. We
believe that thisis a matter of vital import-
ance to thelpeople of this city and State, and
weo know of no good reason why we should
refrain from alluding to it now orat any other
time. To substantiate our position, we will
quote a few cases from the pardon report for
the edification of the Jhwlietin and all others
interested: —

No. 11 on the list we find Henry Ahern con-
victed of ‘‘Larceny,” and sentenced to four
years in the penitentiary and one thousand
dollars fine., The reasons given were, that
“the sentence was undnly severe; the
gisoner was penitent and anvious to vedoem
hix character; and having served nearly one
year of his sentence, the ends of justice were
satisfled.”

‘We call the special attention of our readers
to the names of the principal petitioners {or
the pardon:—Homs, Jacob E. Ridgway, W.
W. Watt, Samuel Josephs, William MeCand-
less, Jas. V. Stokes, D, A. Nagle, Alderman
Wm McMullin, Alderman J. W, Boileau. A, J,
Diamond, John G. Butler, J. B. Beck, W, R.
Gilbert, R. O. Tittermary, Wm. V, McGrath,
and others,

Case No. 13 is Willinm Kraft, sentenced to
ten years in the penitentiary for the crime of
“Arson.” Pardoned on the recommendation
of Hon. Leonard Myers, Roev, W, J, Mann,
Hon. James Subers, Hon. Wilson Henszey,
General Louis Wagner, Asher Leidy, Albert
Berman, and others, for the reasons that
“‘during his long confinement the prisoner's
conduct had been such as to inspire confi-
dence im his repentance, and that the re.
mainder of his life would be devoted to use-
fulness.”

No. 28, Michael Shannon, sentenced to
eighteen months in the Bastern Penitentiary
for **Attempting to produce an abortion,” was
pardoned on the affirmation of the petitioners
that he was gonvicted on evidence nnworthy
of credence; that the statements of the nllugm]
grieved parties were contradictory; that tha(
the gnvmematﬁm was gnstituted from wi worthy
anotives, efe,” Of conrse the petitioners knew

 ngreatdeal mord about the relinhility of the evi.
dence andrthe motives of the prosecution than
the jury, and there was consequently no difi-
eulty in getting a pardon from the Governor.

Case No. 28, Isanc Shafer, sentenced to
five years in the Western Penitentiory for

‘larceny,” and pardoned because he was ‘‘a
monomaniue on the subject of horse stealing,
and promised if released to expose an exten-
sive gang of horse thieves, and make other
important disclosures.”

It-seems to us that the penitentiary would
be the best place for a monomaniac of this
character,

Case No. 3¢ is that of James Riley, sen-
tenced to six years and ten days in the East.
ern Penitentiary for ‘‘Burglary.” Pardoned
on the recommendation of Hon. James
Subers, General Louis Wagner, and
others, for the reasons ‘‘that he was the dupe
of others; that he had previously borne a

charaoter; and that be was still young
and well disposed.”

ally used in these onses. Weo would like to
know what the Governor understands by it.

Cnse No. 47 is John Campbell, senienced
to five years in the penitentiary for ‘‘Rob-
bery.” Pardoned on the recommendation of
prosecntor and jurors, Willinm MoCandless,
W, W. Watt, Michasl Mullen, William B,
Hood, C. H. T. Collis, Bamuel Josaphs,
James Donnelly, George W, Ford, Jasoh L,
Ridgway, T. W. Henderson, and others, for
the resson that he took no part in the orime,
was only in company with the guilty parties;
liis health was greatly ingrred by confinement;
that hie had RIWnyH\ borne a good character,
and had a family to support.”

Case No. 43, Thomas Naulty, sentenced to
eightoen months in the County Prison for
‘“Riot," was parduned on the recommendation

| that

of Hons. Jawes Subers, George A, Quigley,
and ten other members of the State Legisin.
ture, a number of citizens, and Hon. Andrew
G. Cortin, for the reasons that “‘Naulty had
always borne a good character, nnd having

| suffered fifteen months’ imprisonment, the

ends of justice had been met.”

Oase No. 45, Charles Ii. McBride, sentenced
to a fine of fifty dollars and three years in the
Western FPenitentiary for ‘‘Horse stealing,”
was pardoned on the recommendation of the
presiding judge, District Attorney, prose-
cutor, State Representatives and Senators
Johin I, Btranshan, George F, Rea, . W,
Davis, George Connell Thomas Nicholson,
A. P. Duncan, David L. SBmith, George T,
Thorn, W. W. Watt, ex-Governor Curtin,and
others, for the reasons that “McBride had no
criminal intent,” ete,

Case No. 47, John Conner, sentenced to
eleven years and six months in the Eastern

| Penitentinry for “‘Manslaughter;” was par-

doned on the recommendation of W. B. Mann,
Districet Attorney; Hons. George Connell, L.
W. Davis, James N. Kerns, J. Nichols, W. D,
Kelley, W. W. Watt, George De Haven, and
J. Donohugh, Benjamin K, McClurg, C. H. T.
COollis, and others, who allege that “‘the erime
was committed in a dronken confliot; that
Conner had previously sustained a good char-
acter; that he was sincerely penitent ana in
failing health.”

Case No. 06, Thomas Naulty again. This
{ime sentenced to one year in the ocounty
Prison for “Fraudulently procuring the ac-
knowledgment of adeed.” FPardoned on the
recommendation of W. J. Pollock, George
Patchall, D. Foy, James Given, John G. But-
ler, John W. Boilena, Joseph M. Cowell,
George Connell, Charles W. Brooke, Joshua
T, Owen, and many others, who represented
“the offense was committed under
palliating circumstances; the privoner had al-
ways sustained a good charaeter. (By refer-
ence to case No. 43; quoted above, it will be
seen that Nanlty got ont on this plea onece
before), and that the punishment already suf-
fered was sufficient. '

Case No. 72, Henry Mansfield, sentenced to
three years and eight months in the Eastern
Penitentiary (offense not stated), was par-
doned on the recommendation of Hon, Charles
O'Neill, E. W. Davis, F. G. Wolbert, James
C. Kelch, Thomas Cochran, W. N, King, E,
O, Bonsall, W. W. Watt, George H. Moon,
William B, Mann, William K. Leeds, and
others, for the reasons that ‘‘the prisoner
restored the property alleged to have been
stolen, is a young man of good character and
respectably connected, and that he has alveady
suffered sufficient punishment.™

Case No. 101, John G. Gerberick, sentenoced
for “‘adultery,” wnas pardoned on the grounds
that *‘the prosecution was based upon selfish
and pecuniary motives; that he was a respect-
able citizen, enjoying the confidence of a
large circle of acquaintances and friends,"
ete.”

We have here quoted but a small number
of the pardons granted, but they will be suffi-
cient to show the frivolous chavacter of the
reasons assigned, and the class of men upon
whose application the Governor was induced
to interfere.  Throughlout the whole pardon
fist we find the ndaiies of well-known loeal
and State fkrl’lt‘fl‘l"f‘lfh-\. each one l':r wham fos
lis little axe to grind, cach one of whom ex-
pects to obtain 'flfi'_ﬂ“f nee ot p}‘.!'.iur'!.r_a; elections,
conventions, and the polls by using his influ-
ence in matters of this Mind, and the Govey-
nor ia ready to oblige them because they niiy
do i a good or evill turn, as ke wins their
Javor or enmity. We have here laid bare one
of the sceret wires by which the politics of
the State are regulated; and the spectacle is
edifying, if not altogether agreeable.

We know that the loyalty of our amiable con-
temporary is of a very severe and antique type,
which we can searcely expect to emulate, and ag
election day approaches it invariably mounts
a very high and patriotic horse, that we find it
difficnlt to keep pace with. Our opinion of
Governor Geary is tolerably well known;
we do not think any better of him since his
renomwination than we did before, but if the
Republicans of this State choose to vote fer
him again, that is their business and not ours,
We venture, however, upon a piece of disin-
terested advice to the Bulletin—that is. if it
really wishes to see Geary re-elected, the best
thing it can do is to discuss hiw as little as
possible.

We believe that our opinions on the
leading moral, political, and social topies
are sufficiently pronounced and sufficiently
liberal to satisfy the most advanced reformers
of the day, if we except the Wendall Phillips
and Susan B, Anthony class, and we have
given as sturdy a support to the Republican
party as has our contemporury, We believe,
however, that if the Republican party is to

rotain  the confidence of the conntry,
it wust be conducted on pure prin-
ciples by pure men. We hold firmly

to Republican principles, because we believe
that the safety, honor, and welfare of (he
country depend upon their maintenance;
but we will not support the corrupt men who
may manage to get upon the Republican

ticket for the sake of advancing their own
selfish ends and for the purpose of plundering
the public. The time has now come when it
is necessary for the patriotic wen of the State
and country to make a decided stand against

geusvpt praciices Ak fhosg of he late Btate

Legislature, which bring the party into dis-
grace and contempt. If the party supports
such men it ought to fail, for, whatevor its
prefended principles may be, it has in
reality fallen to the Demooratic level,
and party fealty ropresents a mere scramble
for the loaves and fishes, We have taken our
position on this subject, and we do not in-
tend to be frightened or silenced by the noise
of the big war droms that are being sounded
hs the day of election approaches., We have
ample assurance that our course moests with
the approbation of the good men of the Re-
publican party, the men who have given and
do give it all its real influence, and that our
only opponents are those who make n trade
of politics, who have no principles whatever
except to obtain ofMice at all hazards, and a
fow timorous, so-called Republicans, who
have mo opinions of their own, who follow
blindly the professed party leaders, and who
echo at every election the old Demooratic war
ory of “*Vote the straight ticket,” There are
Bourbons, who learn nothing and who forget
nothing, in the Republican as waell as in the
Democratie party, and it is the Republican
Bourbons that give the most aid and comfort
to the enemy.

The most eritical examination we can give
to the pardon record of Governor Genry only
confirms our convietion that the pardoning
power ought to be taken out of the hands of
the Executive. The wajority of his pardons
were granted for the most fricolous vreasons,
and af the {nstance of a class of men who had
their own ends to zerve by vecommending
erimtnals to his clemency—men who, from
the frequency with which they oppear wupon
the wrecord, wight not uwnjustly be entitled
professional pardon brokers, and the rewnrd
of more than one engaged in this disreputable
business may be seen in objectionable nomi-
nations made upon the Republican ticket, and
which we have yet to see denounced by the
Dulletin,  Perbaps our contemporary ,will
give us its opinion on the black sheop after
the election, We prefer to denounce them
before.

THE PENSIONS AND THE PENSION
AGENTS,
Tur soldiers dnd soldiers’ families who re-
ceive pensions from the Government cannot
be too thankful for the order recently issusd
by the Commissioner of Pensions, and ap-
proved by the Secretary of the Interior, re.
quiring that all pensions shall be paid here-
after in checks or drafts drawn to tie order
of the pensioners; while, on the other hand,
we do not wonder that this rule is opposed by
the unofficial pension agents. It strikes at
the root of the power they have here ofuie
possessed of having the objects of the bounty
of the Government completely at their
merey. It is almost incredible, but it is
nevertheless true, that the custom had grown
up, even in Pennsylvania, of making unau-
thorized middle-men the practical almoners
of the nation, and with the cash approprinted
by Congress in their own hands,
they had every desirable facility for
usury, extortion, and fraud. There is no
possible necessity for the perpetuation of this
system. It was useful only for the promotion
of ulterior designs, Each pensioner who
resides in or near the city can easily call at
the offices of the official pension agents and
receive a check on the Assistant Treasurer
for the full amount due him, without the de-
duction of a cent for the fees of attorneys,
for usury, or as a payment on account of a
bard and grinding bargain exacted from igno-
rance or indigence. The pensioners who re-
gide in the interior, and who are unable to
come to the city to receive the amounnt of
their pensions, are required to appoint an at-
torney, who prepares the proper vouchers;
but they can all be paid on presentation
at the pension offices here, in checks drawn
to the order of the pensioners,-and the
intervention of a city attorney tlo
facilitate this  transaction is totally
unnecessary, The old custom was to give
the sum total .of these wvouchers, in
currency or its equivalent, to unofiicial
city sgents, and then, after they had ex-
acted such fees as they thought proper to
charge, permiting them to transmit tho re-
maining money in bulk to the country
attorneys, who had, in turn, opportunity fo:
making such deductions as they deemed
proper to impose, thus subjecting the country
pensioners to a double shave. It wonld be
very strange if, under these circumstances,
many of them were not unmercifully flesced.

U nder the new arrangements the pensioners,
instead of the volunteer agents, will be
masters of the situation. They will each re-
ceive in person a check for the whole amount
due them, and these checks, after they are
properly endorsed, are for business purposes
even better than currency in every part of
the State. If the pensioners desire to pay a
portion of their stipends to the attorneys,
they can do so, but the attorneys have lu{ﬂ
the power to withhold money against their
will, and herein an important victory has bean
gained by the soldiers and soldiers’ families
over an insidious and dangerous class of their
enemies,

The country attorneys who are disposed to
act justly—and there are no doubt mauy of
this character—will hereafter be under no ne-
cessity of sending their properly attested
vouchers to any city attorney. They can be
collected quite as well without chargé, and
without the intervention of Philadelphia wid-
dlemen, as with such aid.

The fact that the old system has long been
maintained is no good remnson why it shonld
not now be broken up. Itiss notorions facl
that ander its operations, in varions sections
of the country, thousands of goldiers and
their families have been swindled by sgents
and attorneys, and any new governmental
rogulations designed to diminish this evil
will be wmuly ‘pphnm by avery pah'louv
citizen. The order rvequirmg the official
agents to place under the immediate confrol
of each pensioner the full amount of his
stipend, is well calonlated to prowote this
end. If other smodifications are needed, we

frust they will speedily be wmade. Lhe

pensions awarded by =n grateful
republic should  be regardad 4
a sacred fund. and any attempt to tamper
with them shonld be deamad little less than
sacrilege. The Government is bound, in
justice and in honor, to persevere in the new
policy it has adopted, and if any defects are
disclosed, no pains or tronble shonld be
spared to remedy them, Ono of the old max.
ims of the nation was, ‘“Millions for defense,
but not one cent for tribute,” Let it add, in
reference to the dependent soldiers and sol-
diers’ families, “millions to relieve the suf-
ferings of the vietims of the war, but not one
cent more than absolutely just and neoessary

fees to unauthorized pension agents and
attorneys,”
— —

Tur Panmacvayayn War bas agnin been
bronglht to a close, but this time the news
savors somewhat of relinbility. Despatches
from Asuncion, dated Aungust 15, state thal
the Allies have driven Lopez from the strong-
hold of Ascurra, that they have also oaptured
Pierribebin, that Lopez has fled, and that the
Paraguayans are so used up gonerally that
they will be unable to continue the struggle
any longer. 1In the intorests of humanity it
is to be hoped that this news will prove to be
grounded upon the truth, For several YORTS
one of the most fertile and charming sections
of South America has been the soene of war-
fave, all the industries of the ecountry have
been suspended, the entire male population
has been impressed into the army, and the
women and children have heen subjected to
long-continued privation and suffering. And
t!m sole cause and occasion of all this desola-
tion and misery has been the ambition of one
of the most despicable creatures that ever
ruled with a rod of iron over a subjugated
and spiritless people. Brazil may possibly
absorh the greater portion of the Paragnayan
territory, which will thus be lost to nominal
republicanism, but Paraguay will be infinitely
more prosperons and happy wunder the
monarchical rule of Dom Pedro than it ever
has been or ever could be under the diota-

torial sway of such pelty tyrants as Francia
and Lopez,

Ovn Democratic morning contemporary-—a
fair test of theintelligence of the 50,000 Damo-
crats of the city is afforded by the fact that it
has the field all to itself-—is in a very aminble
mood becauso it has ““never seen more gene.
ral satisfaction than is cansed by the action
of the recent candidates in ignoring every
personal intevest, and calling on the proper
political authority to place suck a ticket be-
fore the public as will command the suppori
of all sections of the Democratic and con-
sarvative people of this city.” It neglects,
however, to mention the trifling circumstance
that *‘the recent eandidates” regarded them-
selyes as *‘the propar political anthority” for
fixing up the new ticket, and that Patterson,
Brenner & Co. is merely a change in the name
and style of the firm of Ahern, Stewart & Co.,
without any corregponding change in its real
personnel,
